By order in eounci] the Cana- 


dian government has given the Khaki | 


University the standing of a military | 
institution, which was the only basis, 
on which the work could be success- 
fully carried on, states Captain Gil-| 
mour. Two instructors, to be loaned) 


to the work of the overseas University, | 


will be asked of the provincial govern- 
ment as well as many bulletins on 
agricultura! problems, ete. These will 
be used by the instructors as a basis 
for lectures. 

Practically all of the instructors are 
men who have gone overseas with the 
yarious unity and naturally have no 
text books or notes from which to base 
their lectures? On the other hand, 
they are naturally not conversant with 
the modern developments in regard 
to farming operations, land settlement 
schemes, etc, in which the soldiers are 
intensely interested. One of these in- 
siructors would be a man technically 
fitted to teach modern methods of 
agriculture, and one who woul! be) 
intimately associated with the con- 
ditions as they exist In the province. 
The other man required will be one 
specially qualified to teach Normal 
work. There are a number of men 
over there who may take up teaching 
as a profession when they return. 
They have either taken their high 
school or university work before they 
left here or are taking it now in these 
epecial classes arranged by the Khaki 
University. With these Norma! train- 
ing he will be In a position to teach 
the moment he %eturns. With the 
great need for teachers In these west- 
ern provinces, this should be a mutual 
benefit, considers Captain Gilmour. 
The instructor, moreover, would need | 
to be one particularly famillar with) 
the requirements of the educational | 
department of the province. 

With the organization of the Khaki 
University as a military organization, | 
President Tory becomes full Colonel! 
and is known as Col. Tory. His in-| 
structors will all also be in khaki, 
even those who are taken over from 
here now. 

Captain Gilmour {fs most enthust- 
astic about the work that is being 
done at the Khaki University and the 
possibilities of the work that can be 
done at demobilization, when the 
troops may necessarily be held in 
Britain for a year before they can fet 
transportation back. No better meth- 
od could be devised for them to spend 
their time than this one that will fit 
them to take up work again as soon 
as they are back into civil life again. 


Vimy Ridge University the First 


The University of Vimy Ridge was 
the first of the educational organiza- 
tions to be developed under she!) fire, 
and this has been included in the big- 
ger university scheme, as now organ- | 
ized by Colonel Tory, 

Captain Gilmour could not gtve suf- 
ficient praise to President Tory for his 
vision in evolving this scheme, and/| 
also spoke very enthusiastically of the, 
co-operation of the Y.M.C.A. In| 
addition to leaning the use of their 
huts for classes, the use of equipment, 
benches, ete., they have also contrib- 
uted $500,000 for the support of the 
university, and a portion of this ts be- 
ing spent now by Captain Gilmour in 
the purchase of some tons of text- 
books, bulletins, ete.

All of the provinces are giving as- 
sistance in response to his request, 
states Captain Gilmour. Ontario, 
addition to giving two or three tons of 
publications, is also donating several

‘in the imparting of information at the 


Khaki University. The slides will give 
first-hand information as to how 
things are being done here now and 
will also give a certain very desirable 
publicity to the different provinces. 
For this reason it is very desirable 
that Alberta should send over some 
good slides of agricultural pursuits in 
this province.

With this opportunity they can get 
this education, and in several cases 
men have been taught to read and 
write in just a few weeks. 


May Take It Into Civil Life 

Captain Gilmour feels that Canada 
has much of which to be proud in 
launching this greatework and tells of 
the possibility of carrying the scheme 
{ato civil life. If such work can be 
carried on under shell fire, why could 
not a great comprehensive scheme of 
extension work tbe oarried on for 
adults in civil life, especially after the 
war? This will equip man with the 
munitions he requires for his every- 
day life. 

Under Col. Tory, who is director of 
the Khaki universfMy, are Dean Adama, 
formerly of McGill University, who ts 
deputy director; Dr. Clarence Mc-

The dust of the street is certain to 
earry germs of disease if there are 
any about. When the dust is rais- 
ed by a breeze the germs are car- 
ried with it and enter the nostrils 
or mouth with the breath. The 
gauze mask is intended to keep out 
the dust and therefore the germs. 

During the first visitations of 
influenza it was thought the air 
itself caused the infection. So far 
as the present outbreak is concern- 
ed it is definitely settled that the 
disease is communicated from one 
disease€ person to another. The 


spread of the disease has been dis- 
tinetly traced all across the contin- | 


ent in that way. Possibly certain 
conditions of the air are more fa- 
vorable to the development of the 
disease than others, just as certain 
conditions of the system render a 
person more susceptible at one 
time than another, but 
dence is that the disease is carried 
in germ form and is 
one person to another 
breath or the mucus of 
mouth being the carrier. 

That being the case if the mask 
is to be of benefit it must be kept 
clean otherwise it beeomes a 
source of infection to the wearer. 
And particularly, every care 
should be 
the same side out. Each person 
should have at least two to be 
worn not more than half a day 
each, and to be sterilized by a 
thorough boiling each night. To 
those who do not find the scent 
tco unpleasant; oil of eucalyptus 
on the mask gives a 
flavor to the air that passes 
through it and may have disinfeet- 
ant value as well. 

The best feature of the situa- 
tion is that as there is no careless- 
ness, neither is there any tendency 
to panic. There is a full realiza- 
tion of the gravity of the situation

Did the law governing the incorpor- | 
ation of private companies ever con- | 
template the bestowal of such aston- | 
ishing powers as are now being 
granted by the department of the sec-| 
retary of state? It is hard to believe 
that it did. Really the documents to | 
which the seal of Canada is being af-| 
fixed confer powers practically with- | 


out limit. We will quote a few recent | 
instances, One group is empowered | 
to mé@nufacture chemicals, paints, | 


medicines, to cultivate land, mine coal 
and natural gas, develop water pow- 
ers, extract nitrogen from the air, 
manufacture pulp and paper, manu-| 
facture and sell electric light and/ 
power, carry on any other business! 
which may seem to the company cap- 
able of being conveniently carried on, | 
and “distribute any of the agsets of | 
the company among its members in 
specie." 

Another company is authorized to 
carry on business in Canada, “and! 
elsewhere.” Apparently the jurisdic- 
tion of the department of the secre- 
tary of state has no bounds and in 
this respect it resembles vaulting am- 
bition. Still another chapter author- 
izes a company to carry on the busi- 
ness of real estate brokers, money 
lenders, and to own and operate 
steamships and construct and operate | 
hotels. What relation has the one 
business to the other? They are also 
authorized to construct and manage 
taverns, theatres and places of enter- | 
tainment. This is a_ place (the pro-| 
vince of Alberta) where taverns are! 
against the law. Still another com- 
pany formed apparently to exploit anj 
invention for preventing the spread 
of fire, is given powers to promote and 
develop any corporation or company; 
to carry on any business, to loan | 
money; and to acquire any undertak- 
ing. 

The majority of the charters evade 
the spirit of the law by giving as the} 
names of the applicants the names of 
employees, thus concealing the prin- 
cipals. Looking through recent speci- | 
mens of charters published in the! 
Canada Gazette, it would look as, 
though anybody can be chartered to 
do anything or everything. The Com- 
panies’ act and its administration are 
sore spots on the body politic, causing 
endless trouble and for the last twenty 
years litigation as far as the judicial 
committee of the privy council jin 
Hngland, breeding discontent among | 
the provinces against the Dominion. 
It is high time that some limit should ; 
be imposed on the granting of powers 
consistent with the apirit of the Com- 
panies’ act.

Washington, Oct. 28—The German 
government's reply to President Wil-
